The High Prieſt was to 
be a perſon every way accomwplish'd; and 
furnish'd with the greateſt abilitics of body 
and mind; inſomuch that whoſoever was 
appointed to execute that great truſt, muſt 
have been qualified with beauty and a 
comely proportion of body, a vigorous 
and healthy conſtitution, with ſound wiſ- 
dom and diſcretion, and all manner of 
virtues in order to diſcharge his duty, and 
with riches and plenty as ornaments to his 
other endowments.

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matters of great conſequence but difficult 
reſolution, and thole too ſuch as did not 
concern a private perſon , but either the 
ſupreme Magiſtrate, or the whole Nation. 
Conformably hereunto we are informed 
that when Joſpua the ſon of N#uz was to be 
admitred to that great charge of going in 
and out before the people of the Lord; 
Moſes was commanded to bring him be- 
fore the Congregation. After which Foshuz 
preſented himlelf before Eleazar the Prieſt 
who asked counſel for him after the judge- 
ment. of Urim, Numb. 2.7. ver, 21, whereby 
we ſee what the Prieſt's power was in this 
affair. The way by which che High Prieſt 
was enabled to give an anſwer to ſuch as 
conſulted him in this manner is yariouſly 
repreſented, Some tell us that upon the 
propoſal of the queſtion to the Hzgh Prieſt 
the letters engraven upon the twelve ſtones 
in the Breaſt=p/ate did shine fo as to expreſs 
totidem verbis the anſwer that was to be 
given. But others ſay that the letters did 
indeed $hine, but not ſo as to expreſs any 
diſtinct worde,. only the High Prief# had 
Skillto form an anſwer from'the Jetters il- 
luminated, tho” not thrown into the figure 
of thoſe words in which he reſolved the 
queſcion Propos'd. Where note by the way 
that (according to both theſe opinions) be= 
cauſe the names of the :twelye Tribes did 
EY F.3 not. 
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not take in al] the Jetters of the Alphabe, 
fome words were added in the Breaſt-plate 
ro fupply that detect. Bur other great men 
among us rejecting both opinions concert 
ing the shining of the letters, aſſert that 

the High Prieſt when attir'd with his holy 
robes was endued with a ſpirit of prophefig | 
and that whenſoever he was conſulted Gol | 
was pleaſed to inſpire an anſwer into him 
which he accordingly delivered. And here 
ir may not be amiſs to obſerve the great 
difference betwixt a propheſie utter'd by 
the judgement of Urim, and that which wi 
utter'd by an ordinary prophet, inaſmuch | 
as conſtant recourſe might be had to the | 
former, and reſolution of doubts quickh 
obtained, but it was not ſo in the latter be: | 
cauſe an ordinary prophet was to wait for 
an anlwer from God, and that was fre 

quently deferred for ſome conſiderable | 
time. Beſides the anſwer by Urim and 

T:ummim was peremtory and final ; but in 

the propheſie of an ordinary prophet the 

caſe was otherwiſe ; as is plain jn that Of. 
7onab, whereby he toretold.the deſtruction |

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they each of thoſe times a pertinent an- 
{wer to the queſtions by them propos'd, 
which being of a different nature did there. 
fore receive an anſwer ſuited to that dit- 
ference, Judges 28. verſes 18, 23,28. Upon 
the whole we may perceive the dignity and 
eminent authority of the. High Prieſt, in 


| that it was ſolely his prerogative to ask 


counſel of God by the judgment of Urim 
whenſoever: the: ſupreme Prince, or the 
whole: body of the people applyed them- 


' felves to him. Nor was this all : Heonly 


by virtue. af his high office was authoris'd 
to enter into the Holy of Holies, which he 
did preciſely four times every year. Fur- 
ther yet, he could not be remov'd from his 
truſt: by any authority ot the Civil Mags- 
ſtrate, unleſs in caſe of ſome enormous 
tranigreſſion, as the crime of high Trea- 
ſon; which was the juſt occaſion of King 
Solomon's thruſting out Aviathar from being 
Prieſt unto the Lord. Otherwiſe, notwith= 
{tanding the High Prieſt was ſubject to the 
King, yet had he an abſolute and indepen- 
dent-authoricy', which by the immediate 
appointment of God was conferr'd on him 
and his poſterity for ever, Numb, 25,ver.13. 
and which therefore could not be utterly 
lot or forfeited during his life. So that if 
ar any time by reaſon of any infirmity, or 
lemish, or age, he became incapable of 
performing 
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performing the a&ts proper to his funRiog, 
another was ſubſtituted to do the duty, but 
the power and authority reſided in himtill | 


the day of his death. Moreover he had the 


priviledge of performing what part-of the 
| ſervice he pleas'd ; he might offer the Ins 
cenſe or the Sacrifice (of which he might 


chooſe what part he lik'd beſt) only on the 
great day of Expiation he was obliged to do 
the whole duty himle]f. Laſtly, he had the 
liberty, whenſoever he thought fic to. make 
uſe of ir, of entring into the holy place, 
whereas the inferjour Prieſts were then only 
allow'd to do {o whileſt they were abour the 
proper as of their reſpective miniſters, 
To what we have hitherto delivered con- 


cerning the Hizh Prieſt we $hall only add 


that he always had a Deputy or YVice=gerent, 
{tyled in Scripture S2gan, who, in Caſe ct 
his ſickneſs or any other incapacity, repre- 
ſented his perſon, in the pertormance ot all 
miniſterial acts, and ar other times afliſted 
him whenſoever called upon fo to do. And 
upon this account he had authority over all 
the inferiour Prieſts in the ſame manner # 
the High Prieſt himſelf had, The next 1n

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periour to the other Prieſſs, Next to theſe 


were the Heads of all the Wards reſpectively. 
For the better underſtanding whereof we 
may obſerve that King David divided the 
Priefls (as well as the Lewvires) into twenty 
four Wards, who were by courſe to officiate 
in the ſervice of God. Theſe TPards ſerved 
their weeks by turns, and that they might 
do it with more advantage, they divided 
themſelves into ſeven Companies an{wer- 
ing to the ſeven days of the week, and thus 
the daily miniſtration was always taken care 
of. The Head of every of thele Companies 


was called the eldeſt of the family, and 


upon that account was ſuperiour to all the 
reſt in that Compary, But then this pre- 
eminence, as alſo that of the Prieſt anointed 
to the war, laſted only during their mini. 
ſtration, whereas ſome others had a ſtand. 
ing and fettled' authority not grounded 
upon the aCtual performance of their duty, 
but an inherent infeperable right of com- 
mand. In this rank were thoſe two called 
Katholicin, who were immediately ſubor- 
dinate fo the Sagan, whoſe bulinels it was 
to afliſt the High Prief in quality of Secre-
